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FOREWORD 


The second Annual since the United States entered the War shows war's 
effects locally more in the reduced size of what is in normal times a very 
large exhibition than in any other way. As is true generally in art exhibitions 
in the country today only a very small number of the paintings touch on 
war themes, or in any other clearly discernible way reflect the war. This is 
certainly natural. Art is more than illustration, and only the rare painter or 
sculptor is able to digest immediate impressions and circumstances quickly 
and to give them a form more lasting and universal than illustration. This 
probably explains the general weakness from the art point of view of most 


exhibitions assembled around war themes. 


In the case of the Annual, little illustrational work would be submitted and 
of that, little would have failed to pass the competent professional artist 
jury. Also, it is undoubtedly true that a large number of our local artists 
are engaged in war industries and few have much time to paint. Most, when 
they do, go back to problems that have long preoccupied them, and their 
present work makes no break with their general line of development. 


The small size of the Annual does not represent a more drastic elimination 
than usual on the part of the jury. As always, a conscientious, responsible 
jury of artists of recognized standing in a careful, considered regard for the 
show as a whole, and for the standards the Annual represents, made the 
selection from the available material submitted, according to their best 
judgment. War-busy artists had submitted in fewer cases than usual, and 
many a familiar name is lacking because the artist is in active service or on 
a war assignment. The Museum in order to cope with its own war problems 
of shortage in help for handling the show in this area of stringent labor 
shortage, had imposed a limit of one entry, instead of the customary two 
or three for each artist, as well as a limit on size. The resulting show is small. 
It does not lack character and quality, and serves to keep alive the tradition 
of art activity for which the Art Association has stood for the seventy-two 
years of its existence. It is for the local public to show a like steadfastness of 
interest by appreciation of what the artists, predominantly of this Bay Region 
community, have been able to do despite all the handicaps of war.
